“The battle continued during the afternoon, evening and night 
with redoubled violence. Between Chateau-Thierry and Rheims the» 
enemy, accentuating his efforts to enlarge his advantages, launched = 
furious attacks. The combats were particularly ferocious south of ther 
Marne and in the region of Chatillon. 

“French and American troops resisted the enemy magnificently 
and counter attacked many times with utmost vigor. 

“South of the Marne the Germans have not been able to advance 
their lines beyond St. Agnan, La Chappelle, Monthodon, Lisieres and 
south of the forest of Bouquigny. In this region the French have taken 
1000 prisoners. Mareuil-LePort, on the Marne, south of Chatillon, is 
held by the French. ; 

“North of the Marne the French have held up the enemy in the 
outskirts of Chatillon and southeast of the Rodemat Wood. In this re 
gion there is no appreciable change in the rest of the line.

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INCOME TAXES THERE AND HERE. 
So much misapprehension exists about British 


own that the Post-Dispatch has been at pains, 
through its London correspondent, to get the facts. | | 

It will be noted that the tax over there is com- | 
puted not on percentages of income, as here, but | 
in certain sums against the pound sterling which 
in American money is about $5. Thus the smaller 
'incomes in excess of the exemptions are taxed 54 
cents to the $5 on incomes derived from current 
2 cents when derived from interest on 
investments. : 

These rates are closely graduated up to incomes | 
of $12,500 and over, when the supertax applies 
‘and is also closely graduated. But the highest 
combined rate on the larger incomes is given as 
2.56 per $5, or 51.2 per cent. 

Such rates hardly hear out a somewhat com- 
mon impression that Great Britain is appropriat- 
ing to war purposes nearly all personal incomes 
by as much as they exceed a bare living. The 
rates on the smaller incomes are much higher 
‘than here under existing law, while our rates on 
the very largest incomes exceed the British rate of 
51.2 per cent. 

But it is to be considered that from our stand- 
point British incorne taxes were exceedingly high 
before the war and that the war additions have | 
been less heavy and burdensome, relatively speak- 
ing, there and here.
